raise him up; and if he have commit- 
ted sins, they shall be forgiven him.” 

He doesn’t say one word about first 
calling for a doctor and taking his 
medicine, doing all we can first and 
then praying, but we are simply told 
in plain words just what to do, anda 
all to do. Now how can we get it thar 
this is a command from God when it 
was James who did the writing? “Alt 
Scripture is given by inspiration of 
God.” 2 Tim. 3:16. James did the 
writing but God inspired him to do so, 
then it was not a command. from 
James but from God. Now hear the 
Lord, ye who will not trust Him for 
the healing of your bodies: “Why 
call ye me, Lord, Lord, and do nov 
the things which I say?” Luke 6:46. 

“Nevertheless when the Son of man 
cometh, shall he find faith on the 
earth?” Luke 18:8. If I should try to 
answer this question from appearance, 
it seems to me if He should coms 
now, He would not find much faith.

Yes, Paul, it is 
the same way today. There are thou- 
sands of Church of God _ people 
who fully trust God for their healing, 
but they have reproach to bear. Since 
we have the words of the prophet tell- 
ing us how Christ has suffered. for 
our healing, then we are willing to 
suffer all reproach and still trust Him 
to heal.

The Apostle Paul, in a letter to the 
Ephesians, (which is applicable for us 
in this age) delivered some valuable 
instructions which I firmly believe is 
being ignored in a wholesale manner 
now-a-days. I wish to call your atten- 
tion to one thing especially, which is 
‘foolish talking and jesting,’ which is 
a violation of Scripturai instructions. 
Eph. 5:1-5, tells us of some things 
which should and must be laid aside 
in order to inherit the kingdom of 
Christ and of God. He says, But for- 
nication and all uncleanness or covet- 
eousness, let it not be once named 
among you, as_ becometh § saints; 
NEITHER filthiness, NOR FOOLISH 
TALKING nor jesting, which are not 
convenient. But rather giving of 
thanks. As we define the word ‘fool- 
ish’ we find it means absurd, unwise, 
indiscreet, silly, vain ete. Jesting 
means, ‘joking, or fun.’ 

There seems to be a growing tend- 
ency among the ministry as well as 
the laity to carry on a foolish con- 
versation and joke at each other thru 
fun, which I believe from a scrip- 
tural standpoint, as well as your con- 
science speaking louder than words, 
saying it is wrong, that it is the 
wrong thing for Christians to do. I 
know how we feel; we feel if we do 
not jest and joke a little we will not 
be noticed, and will not ‘stand in’ as 
well, and that we will be considered 
dry and odd and queer etc. But 
Paui says it is not convenient, which 
means that it is not fit; suitable, 
commodious, ete. 

Jesus says in St. Mark 7:21-23 as He 
enumerates the evils that defile the 
man, that foolishness is one of the 
evils. He also says in Matt. 12:36, 
But I say unto you, that every idle 
word that men shall speak, that they 
shall give account thereof in the day 
of judgment. For by thy words thou 
shalt be justified, and by thy words 
thou shalt be condemned. This is a 
thing that all classes of people partici- 
pate in; the high, the low, the rich 
and the poor, the refined, cultivated 
man as well as the illiterate, and 1t 
is a thing if not guarded against, gets 
hold on a fellow to where he is noth- 
ing but a joker—out for fun. 

After coming in the light of tne 
Scriptures on this subject, if a man 
starts a foolish conversation, he is 
lashed by his conscience and halted, 
if he is a God-fearing man.

1 Cor. 9:1. “Am I not an apostle? 
am I not free? Have I not seen Jesus 
Christ our Lord? are not ye my work 
in the Lord?” (7th verse) “Who 
Planteth a vineyard and eateth not 
of the fruit thereof? or who feedeth 
a flock, and eateth not of the milk 
of the flock?” Paul says, Does not 
the law say the sume. (11th verse) 
He takes up the pranvery again. If 
we have sown unto you _ spiritual 
things, is it a great thing if we shall 
reap your carnal things? If others 
be partakers of this power over you, 
are not we rather? Nevertheless we 
have not used this power; but suffer 
all things, lest we should hinder the 
Gospel of Christ.” There are many 
who look upon this Scripture and feel 
some consolation to themselves for 
not giving or tithing, and make the 
remark that the ministers ought to 
work as Paul, for he was a tent-mak- 
er. But will you please remember that 
there is some more of Paul’s writings 
in 2 Cor.

And when I was present wit 
you, and wanted, I was chargeabie to 
no man: for that which was lacking 
to me the brethren which came from 
Macedonia supplied: and in all things 
I have kept myself from being bur- 
densome unto you, and so will I keep 
myself.” Someone has always had to 
help carry the Gospel in a financia? 
way. I notice Paul, in the 12th chap- 
ter and 138th verse, “For what is it 
wherein ye were inferior to other 
churches, except it be that I myself 
was not burdensome to you? Forgive 
me this wrong.” And in the latter 
clause of the 13th verse, “The more 
abundantly I love you, the less I be 
loved.” I am sure there are many who 
have had similiar experiences, when 
you have done your best not to be 
burdensome in financial matters 
and love the church; the more you do 
the less you are loved. No wonder 
Paul says, Forgive me this wrong. 
Why is it wrong to not teach giving, 
tithing, sacrificing etc. For this rea- 
son—that when one member suffers 
all members should suffer with it, and 
when we consider the Apostle Paul, he 
did not have a family to care for, but 
we know others that have and they 
are apostles also, as Paul says in 
1 Cor. 9:5, “Have we not power to 
lead about a sister, a wife, as well as 
other apostles, and as the brethren of 
the Lord, and Cephas?” (or Peter). 
Matt. 8:14, “And when Jesus was come 
into Peter’s house, he saw his wife’s 
mother laid, and sick of a fever.” You 
may not understand why J use the 
twa apostles here.

we are asking Him for anything. 

Jesus, while on the earth, not only 
preached the Gospel, but healed the| 
sick also. “And Jesus went about all 
Galilee, teaching in their synagogues, 
and preaching the gospel of the king- 
dom, and healing all manner of sick- 
ness and all manner of diseases among 
the people.” Matt. 4:23. 

He also gave His apostles power to 
heal the sick. “And when he had call- 
ed unto him his twelve disciples, he 
gave them power against unclean 
spirits, to cast them out, and to hea) 
all manner of sickness and all man- 
ner of diseases.” Matt. 10:1. “And 
they cast out many devils, and anoint- 
ed with oil many that were sick, and 
healed them.” Mark 6:13. And not 
only so, but healing is to follow all 
believers. “And these signs shall fos 
low them that believe; * * * they shah 
lay hands on the sick, and they shall 
recover.” Mark 16:17, 18. 

There are many things to consider 
about divine healing. While He has 
said, the prayer of faith shall save 
the sick, and these signs shall follow 
believers, there is no place that God 
has promised to heal our sick at the 
very moment we ask Him. Yet, He 
does heal many times at the very time 
we ask Him, and while we are yet on 
our knees the sick come out of the 
bed, rejoicing and praising God that 
He has healed their bodies. Now let 
us notice, James tells us that the pray- 
er of faith shall save the sick, then 
if the sick are not healed just at the 
moment we pray, is that a sign that 
the prayer of faith was not prayed? 
No, but it does show that God is try- 
ing our faith. Hear James, “Knowing 
this, that the trying of your faith 
worketh patience.” James 1:3. Yes, we 
need patience when we pray, and if 
we have it, we will not give up in 
despair after the first prayer, but we 
will show that we do have patience 
and faith, by holding on and praying 
again and again, until the work is 
done. Peter tells the value of the trial 
of faith: “That the trial of your faith, 
being much more precious than of 
gold that perisheth.” 1 Peter 1:7. You 
may pray the prayer of faith the first 
time you pray, but it seems to please 
God sometimes to try out faith. If the 
work had been done when the first 
prayer was prayed, there would have 
been no room for that faith to have 
been tried. Would we say that Elias 
had no faith because he prayed seven 
times for rain, in the days of Ahab, 
the king, before the rain came? No, 
but it rather proves that he did have 
faith in that he held on in prayer, still 
believing the rain was coming, l- 
though he saw no sign of rain after 
he had prayed the first time. We be- 
lieve that he had just as much faith 
the first time he prayed as he did the 
last time, and the first prayer was as 
much the prayer of faith as the last 
one, yet it pleased the Lord to try his 
faith. I don’t think it would be chang- 
ing the Word of God to say that the 
prayer of the faithful shall save the 
sick, instead of the prayer of faith, 
and we prove that we are faithful by 
holding on to God thru suffering, un- 
til the work is done. There would not 
be a Christian in all the world who 
would not fully trust God for the heal- 
ing of their body if God would answer 
and heal their sick at the very mo- 
ment they asked Him, for as soon as 
they all saw how easy the work was 
done, and that they had to ask just 
one time and all pain would be gone 
and the sick healed, how long would 
it take for all professors to throw out 
their medicine and fully trust God to 
heal them? But, many because Goa 
doesn’t answer at the very moment 
they ask Him and heal their sick, will 
faint and give up and resort to medi- 
cal aid. The truth is, they had no faith 
to begin with, and it proved so when 
they were tried. How do we know 
how much faith we have and how 
good our faith is until it is tried? 
When God was trying Job, Job proved 
to the devil and to all human beings 
who have lived since that time, that 
he had faith in God, and said, “When 
he has tried me I shall come forth 
as gold.” Yes, Job seemed to under- 
stand he was just being tried, but if 
he died in the test, he seemed deter- 
mined to still trust the Lord, for he 
said, “Though he slay me, yet will I 
trust him.” Then, if we want a gole 
experience, let us not flinch when we 
are tried. David said, It is better to 
trust in the Lord than to put confi- 
dence in men. Psa. 118:8. 

Notice, we are not advised in this 
to have any confidence in men. Doo 
tors may be able in many ways to 
help and to aid nature, yet he tells us 
that it is better to trust in the Lord, 
then who would not want the better 
way? It reminds me of what my broth- 
er, T. A. Richard, said to a Methodist 
preacher who was a great slave to 
tobacco, yet he and my brother were 
very good friends. One night this 
Methodist preacher went to a Naza- 
rene meeting and it seemed that the 
Nazarene preacher knew just how 
much this Methodist preacher loved 
his tobacco, so in his message that 
night, he tried to skin all who used 
tobacco, and hurt the Methodist 
preacher’s feelings. When the Method- 
ist preacher met my brother again, of 
course he was telling him about it, and 
said, “Brother Richard, if I had come 
to your church, you would not have 
treated me that way.” My brother’s 
answer was, “No, Brother L, I always 
tell people to just use all the tobacco
